7 KILLED IN LEFTIST FIGHTS 
WITH POLICE IN GRANADA 


Industry Paralyzed by General Strike — 
Snipers Fire From Roofs—Factory Burned, 
Property of Rightists Pillaged. 


By the Associated Press. 
GRANADA, Spain, March 10.— 


Seven persons were killed today 1n 
a series of clashes between Leftists 
and police. There were reports 
that as many as 20 were killed. 

Leftists called a general strike, 
paralyzing the industry of the city. 

A chocolate factory was burned 
when the management refused to 
obey the strike orders. The offices 
of the Rightist newspaper, “Ideal,” 
were wrecked. 

A monarchist-owned theater was 
virtually destroyed and a number 
of cafes and restaurants owned by 
Rightists were pillaged. 

Heavy forces of storm troops and 
civil guards patrolled the center of 
the city, but were met with out- 
bursts of fire from roof-top snip- 
ers,

Churches and Convents Dam- 
aged in Political Outbreaks. 
By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, March 10.—Several 
persons were killed and many in- 
jured in ‘political riots in which 10 
churches and convents were dam- 
aged or destroyed yesterday. 


The fatalities raised the death 
toll since the recent general elec- 
tions to 46, while 27 churches and 
convents have been sacked or fired 
during Leftist victory demonstra- 
tions. 

The most serious disorders yes- 
terday were reported in Cadiz and 
Seville provinces. Nine churches 
and religious buildings were dam- 
aged or destroyed in Cadiz. 

Disorders in Seville centered at 
the town of Ejija, where Commu- 
nists set up a Soviet Government 
last month, 

Several were killed at Varacal- 
do in a clash between Communists 
and Fascists. At Badajoz, extrem- 
ists wrecked the chapel of a con- 
vent and set fire to the building, 
saying that nuns had thrown bot- 
tles from upper stories as demon- 
strators marched past. Civil 
guards wounded three persons be- 
fore order was restored. The fire 
was extinguished. 

Rioting before the German Con- 
sulate in Cadiz was confined to 
tearing down the swastika. No oth- 
er anti-Nazi incidents were report- 
ed. 


NAZIS ORDER GERMANS IN U. S, 
TO BE READY FOR ARMY DUTY 


$65 Fine for Those Who Fail to 
Report to Consulates; Ex- 
emptions Possible. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 10.—Sieg- 
fried von Nostitz, attache at the 
German consulate in New York, an- 
nounced today that by command of 
Reichsfuebrer Hitler all German 
citizens living in the United States 
are to be conscripted for potential 
service in the Fatherland’s Nazi le- 
gions. Notification has been sent 
to all German consulates in the 
country. 

Germans were ordered to report 
to their local consulate or to the 
consulate-general in New York. 
They will be registered, Von Nos- 
titz said, although exemptions wifll 
be given those in financial straits 
or suffering physical disability. 

They will not be subject to imme- 
diate military service, he said, but 
will be held in readiness. Those 
who disregard today’s orders are 
liable to a fine of 105 marks (about

TOKIO, March 10. — The uncer- 
tainties of Japan’s political and 
economic outlook were reflected in 
heavy declines today on the reopen- 
ing of the Tokio stock exchange. 
It had been closed since the Feb. 
26 military uprising ana assassina- 

tions. 

Leading issues dropped from five 

to 20 yen, (a yen is 29 cents) many 
of them losing more than 10 per 
cent of their value. 
‘The reaction was attributed in 
part to a statement by Finance 
Minister Eiichi Baba, in the new 
cabinet of Premier Koki Hirota, 
promising higher taxes.

CHAMINADE COLLEGE | 


Students Try to Save Two- 
Story, 18-Room Brick Build- 
ing on Grounds. 


Fire which started at 7:45 a. m. 
today in the basement of a two- 
story 18-room brick building on 
the grounds of Chaminade College, 
on Lindbergh boulevard between 
Ladue and Conway roads, destroyed 
the first floor and caused damage 
estimated at $10,000 by the Rev. 
Sylvester Juergens, S. M., president 
of the college. 

Sixty boarding students of the 
schoo] made an ineffectual attempt 
to stop the fire with extinguishers 
before fire departments of Kirk- 
wood, Ladue Village, Brentwood 
and Clayton arrived and put out 
the blaze with, water pumped from 
a pond 200 yards from the struc- 
ture. 

The building was the living quar- 
ters of ten Polish Franciscan nuns 
who do the cooking and light laun- 
dry work for the school. All had 
left and were in the kitchen and 
dining hall in the main building 
preparing breakfast when the fire 
was discovered. 

Father Juergens entered the 
building after the fire was discov- 
ered and removed the Sacrament 
from the Altar in the Chapel. Stu- 
dents not engaged in fighting the 
fire removed Altar equipment and 
furniture from some of the rooms 
on the first floor. 

The school president thought the 
fire probably began at a coal stove 
or an oil burner which were func- 
tioning in the basement. While not 
familiar with the insurance carried 
by the school he was was of the 
opinion the loss was covered. 


OVERDOSES OF VITAMIN D 
SUSPECTED IN BOCTOR’S DEATH 


Physician Took 2,100,000 Units 
Daily for Arthritis; Dies at 
San Francisco. 

By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., March 19. 
—Possibility that the death of a 
German physician, seeking a cure 
for arthritis, may have been caused 
by overdoses of concentrated vita- 
min D was discussed today. 

Dr. Gertrude M. Mitchell, of the 
University of California hospital, 
said that for 18 days before his 
death Feb. 24, Dr. Ferdinand W:I- 
helm Vowinckel took 2,100,000 units 
of vitamin D daily. Use of the 
vitamin in treating arthritis in ex- 
perimental, and a paper on the sub- 
ject, published last September, rec- 
ommended a dosage of 250,000 units. 

Dr. Vowinckel was chief surgeon 
of the California Women’s Hospital 
here. His body was cremated. 


FIRST RETURNS ON BALLOTING 
FOR CONVENTION DELEGATES 


Milisfield, N. H., Completes Its Vote 
Early in State-Wide 
Primary.

MAN AND WIFE END 
LIVES WITH POISON 
IN TIOME AT DUPQ 


Mr. and Mrs. Fred V. 
Hutchinson Found by 
Friend Who _ Enters 
Through Unlocked Door. 


HE WAS JOBLESS 
SINCE NOVEMBER 


Two Notes Left by Woman 
Relate That Husband 
Pleaded With Her to Kill 
Herself. 


Fred V. Hutchinson, 40 years old, 
an unemployed electrician, and his 
wife, Ethel, 39, were found dead 
of poison at their home in Dupo, 
Ill., south of East St. Louis, this 
morning. A Coroner’s jury re- 
turned verdicts of suicide. 

The bodies were found at 10 
o'clock by Michael Harlow, a 
friend, who called at the Hutch- 
inson home, 536 Minnie avenue, 
and found the door unlocked. Mrs. 
Hutchinson's body, fully clothed, 
was lying on a day bed in the liv- 
ing room. Hutchinson, clad in pa- 
jamas, was dead in bed. 

On the kitchen table were two 
notes, written by Mrs. Hutchinson, 
in which she said her husband 
pleaded with her to take poison. 


One message was marked “9 a. m.” 


Friends said Hutchinson had suf- 
fered from a kidney ailment, which 
prevented him from working. He 
was last employed last November 
at the Cahokia plant of the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co. 


PLOT TO DEFRAUD NAVY 
IN SALE OF POULTRY CHARGED 


Eleven, Including Former Petty Of- 
ficer, Indicted at Los 
Angeles. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., March 10. 
—A Federal grand jury indicted 11 
men yesterday on charges of con- 
spiring to defraud the Government 
in the sale of poultry to the Unit- 
ed States fleet supply depot at San 
Pedro. 

‘Ernest R. Utley, assistant Feder- 
al prosecutor, said the Government 
was defrauded of $22,000 in three 
days. 

Those indicted include nine poul- 
try-men; Peter Riley, former Navy 
chief petty officer, and E. K. Zuck- 
erman, lawyer. 

The indictments charged that 
in some instances the defendants 
supplied inferior poultry and _in- 
jected water into the fowls and 
froze them in order to increase 
weight. 


DEATH SENTENCE SUSTAINED 
UNDER U. S. KIDNAPING LAW 


U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals Up- 
holds Execution Order for Man 
Who Abducted Officers. 

By the Associated Press. 

DENVER, Colo., March 10.—The 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals decided yesterday that the 
death penalty clause of the Federal 
kidnaping law applies in an inter- 
state kidnaping, regardless of 
whether the motive is ransom, if 
the victim is harmed. 

The Court upheld the sentence 
of Arthur Gooch, Oklahoma out- 
law, ordered executed for kidnap- 
ing two Paris (Tex.) police officers 
while trying to avoid arrest for rob- 
bery. One of the officers was 
wounded. 


SHANGHAI BANKER CONVICTED 


Found Guilty After Sentencing of 
Two Americans. 

SHANGHAI, March 10.—Julius 
Kleffel, former manager of the de- 
funct American Oriental Bank, was 
found guilty yesterday in a Chi- 
nese court of breach of confidence 
and was sentenced to six months’ 
imprisonment and fined 1000 Shang- 
hai dollars (about $300). 

Kleffel, a German ciiizen, was 
the third person to be convicted in 
connection with the collapse of 
corporations headed by Frank J. 
Raven, formerly of San Jose, Cal., 
and Honolulu. 

Raven and J. Warner Brown, for- 
merly of Kansas City and Mar- 
shall, Mo., were convicted of em- 
bezzlement on Feb. 1 by a United 
States Court. Raven was sen- 
tenced later to five years in prison 
at McNeil Island, Washington. 
Brown was ordered imprisoned for 
two years. 


ITALY, GERMANY SIGN TREATY 


Recognition Given to Civil and Ju- 
ridical Codes. 

ROME, March 10. — Italy and 
Germany signed a treaty yesterday 
giving mutual recognition to civil 
and juridical codes of their coun- 
tries. 

The agreement was initialed by 
Premier Mussolini and Ulrich von 
Hassell, the German Ambassador.

CHICAGO, March 10.—An indict- 
ment charging Arthur W. Cutten, 


grain trader, with the “wilful at- 
tempt to defeat and evade an in- 
come tax” for 1929, amounting to 
$414,525.54, was returned by the 
Federal Grand Jury today. 

The indictment also named Wil- 
liam E. Gatewood, formerly an In- 
ternal Revenue Agent, charging he 
aided Cutten in the alleged tax 
dodging. 

Cutten “the nation’s 

in hearings 
before the Grain Futures Admin- 
istration, which a year ago issued 
an order disbarring him from 
American grain pits. 

Yesterday the Supreme Court of 
the United States agreed to hear 
the Government’s appeal from a de- 
cision of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals which stayed the 
disbarment. 

Two Other Years Considered. 

It was disclosed a week ago that 
United States Attorney Michael 
Igoe, after more than two years of 
investigation by Internal Revenue 
agents, would ask for indictments 
based on Cutten’s income in the 
years 1930 and 1933 as well as 1929. 

The Government’s charge, Igoe 
said, was that the grain traders’ 
complicated market transactions 
concealed about $1,200,000 in hidden 
income. 


- The indictment, returned before 
Federal Judge Charles E. Wood- 
ward, came as the Internal Revenue 
agents were hunting for two wit- 
nesses, brokers’ clerks who failed 
to appear before the grand jury 
with subpenaed records. 

Judge Woodward fixed bond at 
$35,000 for Cutten and $10,000 for 
Gatewood. He then issued bench 
warrants for their arrest. 

Cutten was in a hospital, said by 
his attorneys to be “lying at death’s 
door.” Yesterday the lawyers an- 
nounced he had “refused a Govern- 
ment offer to compromise,” but Dis- 
trict Attorney Igoe denied any of- 
fer had been made. 

Surrender in Bed. 

Cutten’s attorneys offered to sur- 
render him in bed. They said they 
would lead Deputy United States 
Marshals to the hotel room where, 
they said, Cutten was “seriously 
il.” Bonds of $35,000, the amount 
fixed by Judge Woodward, will be 
signed there, the lawyers said. 

The grand jury charged that Cut- 
ten’s evasion totaled $414,525.54. He 
paid no tax in 1929, the indictment 
said, alleging he operated at a loss 
of $1,416,560.14, but the jury fixed 
his taxable income at $3,109,479.08 
and his gross income at $4,354,223.79. 

Besides the $414,000 in taxes, the 
Government seeks a 50 per cent 
penalty, bringing the total to more 
than $600,000. 


FREAK WIND STORM HURTS 
30 PERSONS AT MIAMI, FLA. 


Filattens Carnival, Damages Small 
Buildings and Blows Down 
Electric Lines. 

MIAMI, Fia., March 10.—A freak, 
43-mile wind and rain storm that 
struck Miami last night injured 30 
persons, flattened a carnival, dam- 
aged small buildings and blew 
down electric lines in the north- 

west and southwest sections. 

Careening wagons, falling tent 
poles and flying canvas caught un- 
awares hundreds of persons em- 
ployed at the carnival. Many were 
injured as tents collapsed and wag- 
ons overturned. 

Several sections of the city were 
left in darkness when power lines 
fell before the wind or failed  be- 
cause of lightning. 


TARDIEU OUITS PARLIAMENT 


Former French Premier Finds Po- 
litical System Intolerable.

BELFORT, France, March 10.— 
Andre Tardieu, a former French 
Premier and Minister of Foreign 
Affairs® who has often expressed 
disgust with the present political 
trends in the country, announced 
his withdrawal from Parliament 
yesterday. 

Tardieu, who is often spoken of’ 
as a Fascist, said in a letter to the 
voters of his district that he would 
not etand for re-election as a Dep- 
uty.

FRENGH UNE ‘ALREADY 
JAMMED! WITH TROOPS 


Report of Strasbourg Military 
Governor—Anti-Aircraft Guns 
Manned on Border. 


(Copyright, 1936, by the Associated Press.) 

STRASBOURG, France, March 
10.—France sent thousands of sol- 
diers into the Maginot line of for- 
tifications today and manned anti- 
aircraft guns along the frontier 
from Belgium to Switzerland. 

How many new troops have 
joined the 100,000 already in the 
Maginot line is being kept a secret, 
at Paris headquarters. 

Troop trains passed through sta- 
tions at Metz and Nancy, loaded 
with trucks and armored cars. 


Scarcely 50 feet separated the ca- 
boose of one train from the locomo- 
tive of the next. 

On the other side of the inter- 
national bridge from Strasbourg, 
residents of the German town of 
Kehl gave lusty “heils” for three 
Reichswehr officers who arrived in 
motorcycle sidecars, inspected bar- 
racks and announced regular army 
men would move in within a few 
days. 

Bank depositors stood in line to- 
day at the banks in Metz, with- 
drawing their money. It was esti- 
mated that 3,000,000 francs were re- 
moved today, and that similarly 
large amounts were withdrawn from 
banks in other border cities. 

Strasbourg savings bank deposi- 
tors were reported to have with- 
drawn more than 5,000,000 francs 
(about $330,000). Police kept the 
lines orderly. Withdrawals were 
curtailed at Mulhouse. 

Trucks, taxis and even farm 
horses were pressed into army ser- 
vice to rush French regiments to 
their new stations. 

Gen. Pierre Hering, military gov- 
ernor of Strasbourg, reported last 
night “the fortifications are already 
jammed.” 

All travelers attempting to cross 
the border. from Germany were 
closely inspected. All were ques- 
tioned and searched thoroughly... 

In the Strasbourg region alone 
there were two infantry regiments, 
one motorized cavalry unit and 
heavy and light artillery batteries. 
Planes flew over the city, and Al- 
pine troops marched northward, be- 
hind their light artillery. 


200-INCH MIRROR LOADED

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GERMAN ARTILLERY 
IN RHINELAND ZONE 


Guns Secretly Moved 
With Troops; Commanders 
Hold Public Reviews. 


(Copyright, 1936, by the Associated Press.) 

COLOGNE, Germany, March 10. 
—German corps commanders held 
their first inspection of troops in 
the re-occupied frontier zone today 
and citizens began to realize that 
the Reich’s army on the Rhine was 
a formidable force. 

A Cologne newspaper printed a 
photograph of a battery of heavy 
artillery, being kept in a slaugh- 
ter house yard in a suburb. These 
guns were not drawn through the 
city. 

How many more batteries were 
taken into the Rhineland zone, de- 
militarized by the Locarno Pact and 
the Versailles Treaty, could not be 
determined because of official sec- 
recy. 

One machine gun company was 
known to be garrisoned at Bonn, 
on the Rhine above Cologne. 

Censored descriptions of the 
army as it appeared from the air 
when moving into the zone Satur- 
day told of tanks and armored 
cars, but none of these have been 
in evidence in the zone since the 
start of the occupation. 

Foreign residents said this equip- 
ment was moved in under cover 
of darkness. 

Simultaneously, the presence of 
troops in towns heretofore unmen- 
tioned was disclosed.

PARIS, March 10. Foreign 
Minister Pierre-Etienne Fiandin 
failed today to obtain British sup- 
port for the French proposal that 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler be compelled 
to remove his troops from the 
Rhineland. 

For three hours he argued in @ 
conference of signatories of the Lo- 
carno pact, but the British Foreign 
Secretary, Anthony Eden, insisted 
that a thorough examination of 
Hitler’s peace offers be made before 
any drastic steps were considered 
in the League of Nations to pen- 
alize Germany for violating the 
treaty. 


Eden and the other two’ con- 
ferees, Premier Paul van Zeeland 
of Belgium and Ambassador Vit- 
torio Cerruti of Italy, were in- 
formed by Fiandin of Premier Al- 
bert Sarraut’s stand that France 
would refuse “to negotiate under 
a menace.” Flandin demanded the 
German army be withdrawn from 
the once-demilitarized Rhineland 
before any negotiations were under- 
taken with Hitler. 


Shift te London. 


Conversations by signatories of 
the Locarno Treaty will be resumed 
Thursday in London, it was an- 
nounced here tonight. 

Eden and Lord Halifax, privy 
seal, changed their plans and an- 
nounced they would fly back to 
London tomorrow for a conference 
with the cabinet. 

France, Belgium and Italy will 
be represented at the talks Thurs- 
day. 

Later it was announced that the 
council would meet in London Sat- 
urday and that Friday's meeting 
of the body in Geneva had been 
postponed until March 17 at Ge- 
neva. 

A reliable source reported that 
Eden had offered France “strong 
military guarantees” if it would ne- 
gotiate with Germany. It was 
stated that, for the present, the of- 
fer is merely an idea of which the 
details must be worked out. 

It was said that Eden had pro 
posed a compromise following «a 
telephonic conversation with Prime 
Minister Baldwin at 6:30 p. m. 
Eden, it was said, told Flandin that 
the British were resolved that Ger- 
many must be brought back into 
the League of Nations “at any 
cost.” 


Eden Stresses Caution. 

British advisers said that Eden 
expected that the present exchange 
of views would convince the French 
that they should proceed cautiously 
in the demand for sanctions against 
Germany, which might lead to war. 

Ambassador Cerruti and his few 
Italian advisers did little more 
than listen during the conference 
discussions. Cerruti was in a dif- 
ficult position of desiring to side 
with France but being unable to 
advocate the withdrawal of troops 
from the Rhineland before negotia- 
tions since the same reasoning 
would require Italy to remove its 
troops from Ethiopia before peace 
talks through the League could be 
begun. 
A communique, after listing the 
delegates, said that Flandin “made 
it clear that the object of the meet- 
ing was to exchange information 
and to define the situation, but no 
resolution will be proposed and no 
decision will be taken before the 
League Council meeting.” 

Sarraut Addresses Deputies. 

Premier Sarraut went before the 
Chamber of Deputies and proclaimed 
his Government’s determination to 
get a clear and precise decision on 
“the agonizing problems of the 
strength of right against might.”

BERLIN, Merch 10.— Germany 
expressed gratification officially to- 
day over Great Britain’s attitude 
toward the German march across 
the Rhine and willingness to ex- 
amine the new treaty proposals 
which accompanied the violation 
of the Locarno pact. 

The public pronouncements of 
Britain’s Prime Minister, Stanley 
Baldwin, and Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden were declared by 
Foreign Office spokesmen to be a 
cause for satisfaction after respon- 
sible German officials first took an 
opportunity to study yesterday's 
House of Commons debate. 

Foreign Office Comment. 


“The main thing is that the Brit- 
ish Cabinet will seriously consider 
the German proposals,” a Foreign 
Office official said. 

“We have full understanding for 
the fact that the British Govern- 
ment is not alone master of its de- 
cisions and that the whole appa- 
ratus of the League of Nations 
must be set in moton before Briv 
tain’s final answer can be given. 

“This we have often enough ob- 
served in connection with the Italo- 
Ethiopian conflict, when it was evi- 
dent frequently that the British 
Government was ready for a course 
of action, but it had to go through 
the whole gamut of League ‘in- 
stances’ before complete action 
could result. 

“This necessity to go hand in 
hand with other members of the 
Leagué also explains why the Brit- 
ish attitude at present is one of re- 
serve. The main thing is that no 
doors have been closed and that 
all possibility for negotiations is 
left open.” 


‘ Similar Attitude by Press. 


This official attitude also was 
reflected in the noonday “B. Z. Am. 
Mittag,” a widely circulated daily 
newspaper which observed, obvious- 
ly inspired by authoritative sources, 
that: 

“Germany has again made an of- 
fer. Her hand has been stretched 
across the Rhine. England has 
seized this hand and is trying to 
serve Europe. 

“Undoubtedly there is much in 
the British interpretation that dif- 
fers from ours. But it is not the 
things that separate us that are 
important, but rather the common 
fate of Europe.” 

This editorial also stated “the 
world, like ourselves, will observe 
with satisfaction that two decisive 
men of thé British Government, 
Foreign Secretary Eden and after 
him no less seriously and emphat- 
icaly Prime Minister Baldwin, have 
given notice of an unprejudiced and 
eareful examination of the broad- 
minded offer of Der Fuehrer (Adolf 
Hitler). 

“In a spirit of peace,’ Eden said. 
There can be no more correct or 
better standpoint to do justice to 
the underlying spirit and signifi- 
cance of this offer. . . 

“In view of this attitude, we do 
not understand, however, why the 
speeches of the ministers referred 
to supposed that the guilt was ours 
in one-sidedly interpreting Locar- 
no.” 


Press Discussion on Colonies. 


Interest in Germany's lost colo-

GERMANY INVITED 
BY LEAGUE COUNCIL 


Asked to Participate in Ses- 
sion on France’s Appeal 
Under Locarno Pact. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, March 10.—The League 
of Nations Council has invited Ger- 
many to participate in an examina- 
tion of the Locarno dispute at Fri- 
day’s session, called to hear the 
French and Belgian appeals against 
the German occupation of the 
Rhineland with troops. 

The invitation, dispatched last 
night and signed by Joseph A. C. 
Avenol, secretary-general of the 
League, communicated to Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler’s government the 


text of the French appeal to the 
council and concluded: 

“The president of the Council pro- 
poss that the council should meet 
in Geneva Friday, March 13, at 11 
a. m, 

“Should the German government, 
as a contracting party to the (Lo- 
carno) treaty mentioned above, 
wish to take part in the examina- 
tion of this question by the coun- 
cil, I should be grateful if you 
would inform me.” 

The council’s conciliation com- 
mittee of 13 was called to meet to- 
morrow to consider the Italian and 
Ethiopian replies to the League 
appeal for a cessation of hostilities 
in Africa wit ha view to definite 
peace negotiations within the 
League’s framework. ; 

Ethiopia has accepted the propos- 
al without reservations, and Italy 
has approved it im principle, but 
some League sources said Premier 
Mussolini would demand the lift- 
ing of sanctions as a “condition” 
to peace negotiations, especially in 
view of the apparent British atti- 
tude toward sanctions against Ger- 
many. 

Certain members of the League 
Council said privately today that 
any demand by Italy for the can- 
cellation of sanctions during the 
peace negotiations would probably 
be refused. 

It was indicated that when the 
committee of 13 meets tomorrow it 
will appoint a sub-committee to 
open the peace discussions.

KING REGEVE 
BRITISH LEADERS

Edward Sees Baldwin and 
War Secretary Separately 
—German Action De- 
bated in Commons.

LONDON, March 10.—King Ed- 
ward received leaders of his govern- 
ment in audiences today. 

Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin 
first visited the King this morning 
at Buckingham Palace, and Alfred 
Duff Cooper, Secretary of War, was 
received later in a separate audi 
ence, 

Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
went to Paris for a conference of 
representatives of signatories of 
the Locarno pact, hoping to cool 
France’s eagerness for strong puni- 
tive action against Germany for its 
occupation of the Rhineland and 
to obtain at least consideration of 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler’s proposals for 
new pacts, which acompanied his 
breaking of the old, 


House of Commons parties ranged 
solidly behind Eden after his decla- 
ration yesterday that Britain would 
march to the aid of France and 
Belgium if Germany attacked them, 
but that with no reason to suppose 
the German action threatened war, 
Hitler’s proposals for new security 
should be examined. 

A Labor party member of Parlia- 
ment, Arthur Greenwood, called on 
the Government today, in House of 
Commons debate, to accept Hitler’s 
proposals of peace. He declared: 

“If this chance is lost, it will be 
a fatal and disastrous thing for the 
human race. Nobody believes there 
is a danger of war tomorrow. Ev- 
erybody knows there is time to 
talk. It is idle to say that Hitler's 
statements are insincere. This par- 
ticular quarrel ought to be seized 
upon without a day’s delay for a 
free and full discussion with all the 
nations in the world of the out- 
standing problems so as to re- 
create an effective League of Na- 
tions backed by a sound system of 
pooled security.” 

He said Great Britain’s position 
in trying to preserve peace while 
embarking on a huge rearmament 
program was inconsistent. 

The Dean of Westminster Abbey 
announced that “a service for the 
intercession of God's guidance” for 
the representatives of the nation 
will be held in Westminster Abbey 
at 6 p. m. Thursday. 

Winston Churchill told the House 
that, since Hitler obtained power, 
Germany had spent about £1,500,- 
000,000 ($7,500,000,000) on war-like 
preparations. 

“The fact that Germany is 
spending at this enormous rate on 
armaments,” said Churchill, “warns 
us not only of the magnitude of 
danger, but its imminence. 

“The German Government will 
have to choose at a not distant date 
between internal and external ca- 
tastrope.

MIRO. BERROYER'S CASE 
BEFORE GRAND JURY 


Further Inquiry Into Her Con- 
nection With Muench 
Baby Hoax. 


Mrs. Helen Berroyer’s part in the 
Muench baby hoax was consid- 
ered this afternoon by the grand 
jury. She is already under a charge 
of conspiracy to accept custody of 
a child without Juvenile Court au-

[AINDRY GARAGE 
BOMBED, POLICE 
SEIZE EX-CONVT 


Damage at 6220 Cabanne 
Put at $1500—Witness 
Names Man He Saw Run- 


ning From Scene. 


The garage of the Mid-West 
Laundries, Inc., 6220 Cabanne ave- 
nue, one of the group of laundries 
which failed to come to dn agree- 
ment with the Laundry Drivers’ 
Union, was bombed at 9:40 o’clock 
last night, the explosion being 
heard through part of the West 
End and University City. 

Police questioned a former con- 


-\vict named by a witness as one of 


several men who ran from. the 
scene and drove away in an auto- 
mobile. 

The bomb, apparently of dyna- 
mite, was placed on a concrete 
sill, 3 feet high, which supported 
the steel window frames forming 


the east wall of the building. The 


blast tore a hole 2 feet deep in the 


concrete and shattered more than 
150 window panes. 


Officers of the 
company estimated the damage at 
between $1500 and $2000. The 19 


trucks in the garage section were 


not damaged. There is a vacant 
lot on the east side of the garage 
section. 

The building is on the city lim- 
its line, part of it being in Univer- 
sity City and the remainder in St. 
Louis. Charles Spivey, Negro night 
watchman, was in the building, but 
was not injured. He called the 
University City fire department. 
The St. Louis police bombing squad 
collaborated with county authori- 
ties in the investigation. 

William Head, 45 years old, 6209 
Enright avenue, told police he was 
crossing a vacant lot near to 
the garage when the _ explosion 
knocked him down. Three or four 
men ran to an automobile parked 
on the north side of Cabanne ave- 
nue, and drove away. Head said he 
recognized one of the men, the for- 
mer convict, who threatened him 
with a revolver. Police arrested 
the former convict at his home later 
and took him to Page Boulevard 
Station. He denied knowledge of 
the bombing. 

Verne O. Barnhart, 7161 Pershing 
avenue, University City, manager 
of the laundry, told police that the 
33 chauffeurs employed by the firm 
had not joined the Laundry Driv- 
ers’ Union, but had an organiza- 
tion of their own.

He reviewed the evi- 
dence of mistreatment of Mrs. Nash 
by her husband, and asked, “What 
must have been her mental state 
when she found herself alone with 
this brute, who should have been 
killed before?” 

Lindauer insisted that Mrs. Nash, 
in her statement to police, had told 
them all that she related in her tes- 
timony, but that police had con- 
densed her remarks. “If they had 
put down all that she told them,” 
he said, “they would have had a 
book, instead of a three-page state- 
ment that I can read in two min- 
utes.” 

He referred to Mrs. Nash repeat- 
edly as “this little woman” and con- 
trasted her attention to the re- 
quirements of her husband’s busi- 
ness with the “carousing” of Nash, 
when he should have been working. 

Asks for Acquittal. 

Curt Lindauer, brother of Hilmar, 
asked members of the jury what 
else Mrs. Nash could do, in the 
circumstances, except shoot her 
husband. Nash, knowing that he 
was dying, told the truth, Curt Lin- 
dauer said, when he assumed the 
blame and urged his wife not to 
tell police she had shot him. 

Mrs. Nash, her attorney § said, 
loved her husband. He referred to 
her testimony that they kissed 
after the shooting, and that Nash 
put his head in her lap on the way 
to the hospital. “Shooting in cold 
blood in one minute and kissing in 
the next do not go together,” he 
argued, and asked the jury for a 
verdict of acquittal. 

The quarrel which immediately 
preceded the shooting of Nash, his 
wife told the jury, resulted when 
he, after spending the day drink- 
ing, demanded a box containing 
about $60 of the taxicab business 
receipts which was kept in her 
home.

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APPARENT GRAFT 
IN MURDER CASE 
S CITED IN BRIEF 


Special Prosecutor Says 
Brooklyn Slot Machine 
‘Czar’ Had Financial 
Dealings With Official. 


By the Associated Press. 

BROOKLYN, N. Y., March 10.— 
Special Prosecutor Hiram C. Todd 
informed Supreme Court Justice 
John H. McCooey today that Leo 
T. Byk, described as a “czar” in 
the Brooklyn slot machine business, 
apparently had been “intimate” 
with District Attorney William F. 
X. Geoghan prior to the killing of 
Samuel! Drukman. 

At the same time the prosecutor 
advised the Court that an unnamed 
person had accepted $2000 from 
Byk two months after Drukman 
was killed in a Brooklyn garage 
a year ago. 

The information was contained 
in a brief submitted in opposition 
to a motion by counsel for Byk, 
asking for the limiting or vacating 
of a subpena ordering the produc- 
tion of a transcript of Byk’s ac- 
count with the National City Bank

For years, said Todd's brief, Byk 
frequently visited the offices of the 
District Attorney of King’s County, 
“and apparently is and has been in- 
timate with the said Honorable 
William F,.

Lehman to order a special in- 
vestigation after the case virtually 
had been closed by last April's 
grand jury, Byk has had financial 
transactions with a public officer. 
These transactions, the special 
prosecutor continued, occurred 
while the April, 1935, grand jury 
was considering the Drukman case, 
and were “substantial in amount.” 
Todd said he was investigating the 
official involved. 

Byk’s counsel argued that the 
Governor had ordered an investi- 
gation, after charges that “higher 
ups” in the Police Department and 
other officials were involved in a 
manner not described, covering the 
time only since the murder. There- 
fore, he said, a 1925 bank account 
was not pertinent and could © not 
be subpenaed. 

Meyer Luckman, Harry Luckman 
and Fred Hull were convicted of 
second-degree murder in the Druk- 
man case and wére given indeter- 
minate sentences of 20 years. to 
life. They were indicted by the 
October grand jury after Todd 
superseded Geoghan as prosecutor.

It all seems like 
a dream. I don’t know why I did 
i” 

A murder charge was placed 
against Parsons. State troopers 
said they would ask a few more 
questions of Clarence Reedy, auto- 
mobile mechanic, and release him 
today. 

State troopers released Clarence 
Reedy, 43, a mechanic, today. They 
had detained him since a caddy 
discovered the body near a golf 
course Sunday. Reedy told offi- 
cers she was his common law wife. 

He said he last saw her in a beer 
parlor Saturday night with two 
men and another woman, when she 
kissed him and said she was re- 
turning to her home in Hagans, Va. 

Cook, who with State troopers ar- 
rested Parsons at his home near 
one of the city’s big chemical 
plants, said he found clothing which 
apparently had been cleaned. He 
said he also discovered blood stains 
on Parsons shoes and in his auto- 
mobile. 

He quoted Parsons as saying they 
had several fights and he knocked 
her over a creek bank and went 
off and left her. 

“He said he passed out imme- 
diately and doesn’t remember any- 
thing more,” Cook added. 

Cook said he was told by Mrs. 
Parsons her husband came home 
late Saturday, threw his clothes in 
a bathtub, and told her of a fight 
with a woman, saying, “If the law 
comes after me, I'll tell all about it.”

CLARK SEES ROOSEVELT 
ON SLUM CLEARANCE PLAN 


Senator Quotes President as Hope- 
ful Funds for St. Louls Work 
Can Be Obtained.

WASHINGTON, March 10.—Sen- 
ator Bennett Champ Clark (Dem.), 
Missouri, said after calling at the 
White House today that President 
Roosevelt had expressed the belief 
funds were likely to be available 
before the end of the year for a 
slum clearance project in St. Louis. 

“The President gave me every 
assurance that he regarded the St.

Will County Board at Jol-

OLIET, Ill. March 10.—A spe- 
cial committee of the Will County 
Board reported yesterday that an 
audit of the County Treasurer's 
office showed Herbert R. Jones of

and pressman on the New York 
Daily News. Throughly familiar 
with the technique of union organi- 
zation, he started out, two years 
ago, to organize the workers at 
the bottom of the scale, the jani- 
tors, furnace men, elevator opera- 
tors, chamber maids and doormen, 
who staff the apartments large and 
small, of New York. 

Bambrick began in April of 1934 
with three members besides himself. 
It was a staggering job he had un- 
dertaken. Building service employ- 
es were notoriously underpaid. They 
comprised about as diverse a group 
as could be found, including every 
race, religion and creed. Their ex- 
perience with any kind of organi- 
zation was nil. 

First Bambrick made a survey of 
conditions among these workers. He 
found rates of pay even lower than 
he had expected and hours of work 
that left men virtually no leisure 
whatsoever. He worked up in con- 
siderable detail 100 cases to pre- 
sent to the Realty Advisory Board 
and to public officials to show what 
conditions prevailed. 

Forty-eight dollars a month, he 
found, was not an uncommon wage. 
“How do you manage to buy clothes 
for your family on that salary,” he 
would ask. They didn’t buy clothes, 
he was told, they got what they 
could from charity organizations. 
How do you pay for medical serv- 
ice? They didn’t, they went to free 
clinics. It was, in short, the most 
meager kind of subsistence living, 
with malnutrition prevalent, accord- 
ing to Bambrick. 


Knew Poverty in Youth. 


Working with a tireless, plodding 
kind of patience, Bambrick drew 
these men and women into the 
union. He could talk their lan- 
guage. He had known grinding pov- 
erty in his own youth. 

A story that he has told hundreds 
of times to individuals and to large 
groups is of how he spent his Sun- 
days as a boy. If he and two or 
three other boys in his neighbor- 
hood could get hold of a nickel 
apiece, they would spend it for a 
ride on the elevated railroad, a ride 
that lasted all day long, from morn- 
ing to night. Around and around 
they went, from the upper reaches 
of the Bronx down to the Battery 
and the harbor with ships moving 
out to sea and then back again. 

“T’ll always remember,” he says, 
“the sight, when we’d gone through 
the lower East Side, of the garment 
workers on the fire escapes, at 
work.’ Bambrick then tells his 
audience what union organization 
did for those workers. After—he is 
quick to add—a long, painful battle 
extending back at least 25 years, 
the needle workers are today one 
of the most powerful groups in the 
‘American labor movement, with 
wages, hours and conditions of 
work determined by arbitration. 

The drive under the leadership 
of John L. Lewis, of the United 
Mine Workers, for mass organiza- 
tion in industrial unions~- having 
their base in an entire industry and 
not in a craft, gave him encour- 
agement, Bambrick says, although 
he has been very careful to say 
nothing during the present strike 
that would alienate those who hold 
to the craft concept of unionism. 

Promises of help have come from 
boh the American Federation of La- 
bor and the Lewis group, says Bam- 
brick, who insists that there is no

It has been to the interest of the 
enemies of labor, he says, to foster 
the appearance of a split. 

While he speaks discretely, it is 
plain that he believes the vertical 
union, which reaches down through 
an entire industry, is the practical 
method of organization rather than 
the craft union, which separates an 
industry into craft compartments. 


“The Building Service Union is 
an excellent example of what is 
meant by a vertical union,” he says. 
“And I mean chat, without intend- 
ing to make a pun, both literally 
and figuratively. When we ‘pull 
out’ the workers from a 20-story 
apartment house, we* pull them all 
out, from the attic to the sub-base- 
ment, | 

“It would be of no avail to take 
out only the porters or only the 
lift men. The life of the building 
would continue with little impair- 
ment. And it is conceivable that 
such organization might create an- 
tagonisms between groups. As it 
is there is a sense of solidarity 
among the workers, regardless of 
what their individual tasks may 
be.” 


Bambrick is a massive, square- 
faced man in his late forties. He 
speaks in a slow, drawling voice, 
with seemingly little fire and often 
with a plodding repetitiousness, 
but it is plain that he has the loy- 
alty of the rank and file of the 
union. During the strike he has 
moved swiftly from one part of 
Manhattan to another, rarely stay- 
ing in his office, which is on the 
top floor of an old house in the 


Now, if he is to succeed, he must 
summon al] possible resources in 
the effort to make strike benefits 
cover the needs of strikers with few 
resources of their own. Above all, 
he must hold his army of the newly 
organized in line.

midtown district, thaf was at one 
time a gambling dive. Like a good 
general, he has large scale maps of 
the city on the walls which show 
by means of colored tacks changed 
from. hour to hour how the strike is 
progressing. 

Bambrick claims 135.000 members 
in 19 different building service 
unions in the five boroughs that 
make up greater New York. Be- 
sides the 135,000 workers in the 
building service unions, he says he 
has organized another hundred 
thousand in alllied unions, such as 
the hospital workers, not involved 
in the present dispute. 


“In two years,” says Bambrick, 
“we have at least eliminated abso- 
lute poverty among a large number 
of the 280,000 workers in the build- 
ing service trades. The State law, 
and even the NRA, was forced by 
the customary practice, the ancient 
practice, of industry to exempt 
watchmen from all provisions re- 
garding hours of work. 


“It was the divine right of watch- 
men to work 365 days a year. But 
now we have put watchmen on a 
six-day week. I insist that in many 
respects we have achieved the short- 
est transition from abject slavery 
to at least a living wage in all of 
the history of labor.’ 


The Curran Award, the work of 
a board of arbitration which sat 
more than a year ago, can be in 
large part attributed to Bambrick’s 
forceful presentation of the picture 
of poverty prevailing among build- 
ing service workers. Under the 
Curran Award, agreed to by the 
Realty Advisory Board, the wage 
scale was fixed at $70, $80 and $90 
a month, depending on the assessed 
value of the building. This award 
expired March 1. 


Bambrick, in a sense, was com- 
pelled to call the present strike. 
While the Curran award relieved 
the most pressing need, the desires 
and hopes of the rank and file of 
the union had been fed by the new 
organization. Living costs were 
mounting and the Curran scale 
hardly sufficed to maintain a fam- 
ily. The union put its demand for 
a $2 a week increase up to the 
Realty Board, according to Bam- 
brick, and it was ftgnored. Nothing 
remained but to go out on strike, 

“Any agreement,” said the board’s 
latest statement, “must expressly 
recognize the fact that elevators, 
like subways and railroads, must 
without discrimination serve all of 
the public entiled to be served, and 
that elevator men should at no time 
refuse to service freight or passen- | 
gers because of questions of non- 
unionism or trade disputes in other 
trades.” 

Bambrieck interprets this as frank 
defiance. He has throughout the 
last five days expressed his readi- 
ness for arbitration of all issues.

IMPROVEMENT BILLS 
LIKELY 10 BE PASSED 


Dickmann Faction 
to Carry Some Long 
Delayed Measures. 


City department heads, interested 
in various proposed improvements, 
have become hopeful that bills to 
authorize the work wouid be passed 
by the Board of Aldermen shortly, 
as a result of the coup by which a 
majority of Aldermen friendly to 
Mayor Dickmann took over control 
of the board Friday. 


Principal measures involved, con- 
cerning work to cost about $1,800,- 
000, were: Authorization of con- 
struction to compiete frail ap- 
proaches to Municipal Bridge, un- 
der a bond issue passed last Sep- 
tember; acquisition of right-of-way 
for a bridge to extend the new ex- 
press highway east over Vandeven- 
ter avehue and into the Chouteau 
avenue viaduct; erection of a bridze 
to carry Chippewa street over the 
Missouri Pacific tracks; construc- 
tion of a bridge to carry Kingshigh- 
way over the Missouri Pacific; ap- 
propriation for a second grinding 
plant for garbage disposal, at a cost 
of about $9000. 

The State Highway Department, 
using Federal funds, would pay 
about $1,000,000 for building the 
three viaducts. The express high- 
way extension has been delayed at 
the request of Alderman Hubert A. 
Hoeflinger of the Mayor’s faction 
because of objections by merchants 
of the neighborhood, The Chippe- 
wa street improvement has been 
held up at the insistence of Alder- 
man Phelim O’Toole, also of the 
administration faction, because of 
objections to the form of this grade 
crossing elimination by property 
owners of the vicinity. City engi- 
neers have been studying an altern- 
ative scheme. Alderman Arthur E.

Structure at Portsmouth Erected in 
1820 — Many Vessels Con- 
structed There. 


PORTSMOUTH, N. H., March 10. 
—The historic Franklin ‘Shiphouse, 


the only building of its kind in any 
navy yard in the United States, 
was destroyed today by fire of un- 
determined origin. 


A sentry discovered the fire but 
it spread so rapidly the building, 
erected fn 1820 at a cost of more 
than $150,000, probably will be a to- 
tal loss. 

The first sloop of war construct- 
ed in the house was the Preble, 
built in 1838.

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PRESBYTERY APPROVES 
PASTOR OUSTER ORDER 


Executive Session Held as to 
the Rev. Jerrie Johnson 
of Winnebago Church. 


The St. Louis Presbytery, meet- 
ing yesterday at Curby Memorial 
Presbyterian Church, Texas and 
Utah avenues, formally accepted 
the report of its judicial commis- 
sion, which directed the Rev. Jer- 
rie Johnson to vacate on Sept. i 
his pastorate at Winnebago Presby- 
terian Church, a position he has 
held for more than 31 years. 

The report of the commission 


was read into the records of the 
Presbytery during an executive ses- 
sion without comment or vote. The 
Rev. Mr. Johnson and William A. 
Rall, an elder of Winnebago 
Church and a member of the Pres- 
bytery, requested permission to 
speak after the report had been 
read, but were overruled by the 
Rev. Henry Little, moderator, who 
later said the findings and decision 
of the commission were final, and, 
under the church canon, no com- 
ment was permitted. 
No Trial Conducted. 

Action of the commission, which 
had been appointed at the request 
of the Rev. Mr. Johnson, was based 
on the opinion that dissensions in 
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his church, resulting from a fac- 
tion in the congregation antagonis- 
tic to him, had made it expedient 
in the interests of harmony that 
the pastor be removed. The com- 
mission served as an investigating 
body with administrative powers, 
and no trial was conducted. The 
decision was reached after a series 
of interviews with officers and 
members of the congregation and 
with the Rev. Mr. Johnson. 

The Rev. Mr. Johnson, on Sun- 
day, Feb. 23, after yrs notified 
of the commission’s ision, read 
the report to his congregation, 
which voted 225 to 47 to complain 
to the Missouri Synod of the 
church, meeting at Marshall in 
June. 

The Rev. Mr. Johnson was ac- 
companied at the meeting yester- 
day by eight members of his 
church, representing a committee 
elected by the congregation to work 
in the interests of retaining him as 
pastor. They were not permitted 
to be present during the reading of 
the report. 

Another Complaint Possible. 


The Rev. Dr. Little explained that 
if the decision of the commission 
were not reversed by the Missouri 
Synod, the Rev. Mr. Johnson would 
be required to relinquish his pas- 
torate in September, although an- 
other complaint may be made to 
the General Assembly of the 
Church, the highest governing body. 
In such an event, he satd, the pas- 
tor would be unable to serve at 
Winnebago Church while the sec- 
ond complaint was pending be- 
tween September and May, 1937, 
the first meeting of the General 
Assemply following the synod meet- 
ing in June, 

The commission was headed by 
the Rev. G. Marion Hull of Wash- 
ington, Mo., who toia a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter last week it was 
his “personal opinion” that the 
pastor, a former moderator of the 
St. Louis Presbytery, was “the vic- 
tim of a minority faction desiring 
to oust him.” He said there was 
not the slightest evidence given 
the commission of “any irregular- 
ity either as a pastor or a man,” 
but those who personally opposed 
him constituted a minority which 
made it impossibe for him to do 
efficient work at the church. In 
the interests of church efficiency, 
he declared, the commission could 
arrive at no other conclusion than 
to remove him. 


DARLING SAYS DAMS WILL 
KILL WILD LIFE ON RIVER 


Former Biological Chief Objects to 
“Cockeyed” Water Power 
Projects. 

DES MOINES, Ia., March 10.—J. 
N. (Ding) Darling, cartoonist and 
former Federal biological survey 
chief, said in an article published 
today in the magazine’ Better 
Homes and Gardens, that “cock- 
eyed” water power projects will 
turn parts of American streams 
into biological deserts. 

Darling charged that man has 
“laid waste empires of beautiful 
and productive landscape, blindly 
rushing ahead in a short-sighted, 
suicidal policy of exploitation and 
in promoting cockeyed, unsound 
and unnecessary projects labeled 
‘water power conservation,’ ‘drain- 
age’ and ‘flood control,’ destroying 
more than he’s produced.” 

He said the Mississippi River 
dam at Keokuk, Ia., “has resulted 
in a barren life desert 31 miles 
long,” and that if a series of dams 
is completed the Mississippi “will 
be a life desert from St. Paul to 
Baton Rouge.” 

The conservation leader criticised 
particularly the Santee-Cooper pow- 
er project in South Carolina. 

“Our Government is promoting 
the Santee-Cooper power project to 
fight the existing power plants,” he 
said. “It’s been roughly estimated 
that all the existing power plants 
could be bought for one-half the 
money that’s going to be spent by 
the Government to build the San- 


tee-Cooper project.” 
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PATE LAND FRAUD CASE 
SENT TO LOWER COURT 


Missouri Supreme Judges Re- 
fuse to Assume Juris- 
diction. 


By the Jefferson City Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 10.— 
The Missouri Supreme Court today 
refused to assume jurisdiction of a 
case involving alleged fraud and 
collusion in the sale of land in 
Pemiscot County, for failure to pay 
delinquent drainage district taxes, 
on the ground no proper question 
of title to real estate was present- 
ed. The court ordered the case 
transferred to the Springfield Court 
of Appeals. 

The case involved an appeal from 
an order of the Pemiscot County 
Circuit Court in January, 1934, sus- 
taining a motion to set aside a sale 
of land for delinquent drainage 
taxes in Drainage District No. 6 of 
Pemiscot County, for alleged fraud. 
The land was sold in December, 
1933. 

The motion, filed by other land- 
owners in the district, charged that 
Sharon J. Pate of Caruthersville, 
attorney for the district, had en- 
tered into an alleged conspiracy 


sold, by which they would be per- 
mitted to bid in the land at the 
tax sale, for the amount of costs 
and attorney’s fees. It was al- 
leged the district was thus deprived 
of taxes. 

It was charged in the motion 
that the sale involved actually took 
place after Sheriff S. E. Juden had 
announced at the close of the time 
fixed for the auction of lands for 
taxes, that there would be no fur- 
ther sales, and prospective bidders 
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and fraudulent agreement with the - 
defendants, owners of the land 


left the Courthouse. 

It was charged that Roy W. 
Harper of Caruthersville, who was. 
named as purchaser of the land in- | 
volved, acted as the agent for the | 
owners of the land involved, and 
that the bid he made actually was 
paid by the owner. Harper and the 
owner of the land appealed from | 
the lower court order setting aside 
the sale. |

BUDGET PROPOSED 
FOR YEAR 1936-37 


Department Heads Seek 
$3,141,000 More Than 


Amount Appropriated for 
Expiring Fiscal Period. 


The first of the series of public 
hearings on the municipal budget 
for the fiscal year of 1936-37 was 
convened by the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment today, but rep- 
resentatives of the public failed to 
appear. A delegation attended to 
take up another matter with the 
board. Additional budget hearings 
will be called at 11 a. m., March 
17 and 24. 
Requests of department heads, as 
reported by Arthur C. Meyers, bud- 
get director, reached a total of $22,- 
536,056 for the year 1936-37, as com- 
pared with $19,395,055 actually ap- 
propriated for the same _ depart- 
ments in 1935-36, including supple- 
mentary appropriations. This means 
that the departments are asking for 
$3,141,000 more than was appropriat- 
ed for them in the fiscal year which 
ends next month. This is not a new 
situation, as the department re- 
quests are usually largely in excess 
of the amounts which it is possible 
to appropriate for them. 
No Estimate of Revenue Yet. 
It is not yet possible to estimate 
the revenue which will be available 
to meet the demands of the depart- 
ments for 1936-37, as the Assessor's 
office has not tabulated its assess- 
ment of city property. It is also too 
early for a definite estimate on the 
prospective deficit in city finances, 
which the budget director estimat- 
ed earlier at about $700,000, but 
which Mayor Dickmann is. sstill 
hopeful of avoiding. The deficit 
at the end of the fiscal year 1934- 
35, last April, was $884,323. 
The largest increase, in requests 
for the coming year over appropria- 
tion for the past year, was in the 
Department of Streets and Sewers. 
The request was $2,555,585, an in- 
crease of $969,687 over the previous 
appropriation, which was $1,585,808. 
The increase was partly due to the 
traffic work being undertaken by 
the department, for which addi- 
tional inspectors were desired. 
There was an increase of $294,255 
in the estimated cost of garbage 
and refuse collection and distribu- 
tion. 

Public Safety Estimate. 
The Department of Public Safety 
made requests for $3,231,645, an in- 
crease of $440,735 over the appro- 
priations of $2,791,410. The Fire 
Department, a branch of the De- 
partment of Public Safety, asked 
$2,629,901, compared with $2,279,165 
the past year. 
Elections and registration were 
estimated by the Election Board to 
cost $637,200 the coming year, com- 
pared with the $289,547 appropria- 
tion of last year. this being due to 
the incidence of the primary and 
general election, with a four-day 
registration period, this year.

Certain Contenders. 

They still can be hot contenders 
even if one or two of their prob- 
lem bal] players have just a fair 
season, but too many defects prob- 
ably will cause them to do another 
fold-up act for the third straight 
year. Terry’s job resembles that 
of the vacationer who patches up 
the old family bus with a couple of 
new parts for a_ transcontinental 
trip. 
Pitching, an almost inexhaustible 
product three years ago, when 
Terry took the steering gear and 
drove the Giants to a world’s cham- 
pionship, is the biggest problem. 
Carl Hubbell, Hal Schumacher and 
Clydell Castleman, who between 
them captured 67 of the 91 games 
won last season, are certain quanti- 
ties for 1936.

OU have to visit an American 

Bowling Congress tournament 
before you can learn the A. B. 
C.’s of sport. This most remark- 
able event is now under way at 
Indianapolis. It will be sufficient 
to mention that nearly 400 cities, 
15,000 individuals and $100,000 in 
prizes feature this arnual near 
miracle of sports. 

Here in Florida, they have 
never seen this event. It is so 
huge that u. central location is 
mandatory. But the Middle-West 
knows all about it. 

It will be hard for other sec- 
tions of the country to under- 
stand how 15,000 persons can be 
assembled to compete in a 
“scratch” event — no handicaps 
go. It will also mystify some of 
our purists as to how amateurs 
and professionals both compete— 
for practically every bowler has 
professionalized himself by roll- 
ing for cash prizes. 

The American Bowling Con- 
gress is for a cash prize and so, 
under A. A. U. rules, all bowlers 
who compete would be disquali- 
fied. Wouldn’t that be a whole- 
sale suspension—15,000 at one 
blow. 

The bowlers form one group 
that has managed to get along 
without quarrelling over the pec- 
cadillos of amateurism and pro- 
fessionalism. It is true that from 
most of the events alley owners 
and a few specialists are barred. 
But this amawur distinction in- 
volves none of e blond hair- 
splitting found in other sports.

{Russian Scientists Back 


From Stratosphere Flight 


Believe They Have Proof of Theory Sky 


Has Own Light Independent 
of Sun. 


’ 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, March 10.—The safe 


landing of a sub-stratosphere bal- 
loon which carried two Soviet scien- 
tists on a flight to determine 
whether the sky has its own light, 
independent of the sun, was re- 
ported todhy in dispatches from the 
Viadimir district of Moscow prov- 
ince. 

The scientists claimed to have 
reached an altitude of 10,000 meters 
(about 32,808 feet), the highest ever 
attained by a balloon of 2200 cubic 
meters capacity. 

The scientists, I. A. Khovstikoff 
of the Soviet Academy of Sciences 
and B. L. Romanoff of the state 
optical institute, obtained 15 spec- 
tograms which were immediately 
taken to developing rooms. 

The scientists said they hoped 
the spectograms would confirm 
their belief that an - independent 
sky-light exists. 

The two scientists took off from 
Moscow at 10:45 a. m. yesterday 
and landed’at 5 p.m. The balloon 
was equipped with an open gon- 
dola and with German and Russian 
spectographs. 

Romanoff is a_ skilled balloon 
pilot and is credited by the Rus- 
sians with having set world dis- 
tance and duration records last 


year when he covered 2400 kilo- 
meters (1491 miles) and remained 
aloft 56 hours. 

Soviet scientists have been occu- 
pied for several years with the 
problem of determining whether 
the sky itself is luminous. 

After landing, Khvostikoff said: 
“Some time ago, during observa- 
tions on Elbrus Mountain. in the 
Caucasus, we discovered a condi- 
tion which, it seems, had not been 
known to any foreign scientist. 

“In Observing the evening sky, 
even with the naked eye, we no- 
ticed that not only the stars but 
the whole vault of heaven shim- 
mers slightly. If the light of the 
sky is resolved into a spectrum, the 
green line of oxygen is the bright- 
est. 

“Our discovery lay in the fact 
that this green light did not wane 
during the night as had formerly 
been thought by all scientists in 
the world. 

“On the contrary, it reached its 
maximum intensity at 1 a. m., at 
that time, the brightness of the 
green increased three fold. 

“It will take three or four days 
to develop the spectogram and 
then we shall be able to prove or 
disprove the theory that the sky 
has its own light.”

George said that under present 
legislation “three types of unfair 
discrimination between different 
classes of tax payers are unavoid- 
able. . 

“At present all the earnings of a 
partnership or of an_ enterprise 
owned by a single individual, wheth- 
er reinvested or not, are subject 
to income surtaxes. Corporate earn- 
ings likewise, when distributed to 
stockholders, are subject to these 
surtaxes. . . . Corporate earnings 
which are not currently distributed 
in dividends, however, escape these 
surtaxes for long periods or alto- 
gether.” 


MOLEY CRITICISES ROOSEVELT 
TAX PROPOSALS AS UNSOUND 


Writes in His Magazine “Surpluses 
Are Life Insurance Policies 
of Business Firms.” 

NEW YORK, March 10. — Ray- 
mond Moley, editor of Today and 
former Undersecretary of State in 
the Roosevelt administration, in an 
article in his magazine criticises 
the administration proposal to 
place a high tax on corporate in- 
come not immediately distributed. 

“The Federal Government needs 
new revenue to replace the process- 
ing taxes and to pay the bonus,” he 
wrote. “But this scheme is not the 
sound way to get it. Fortunately 
there are already signs that Con- 
gress will not blindly follow the 
line laid down by the White House 
and the Treasury.” * 

He said the proposal “to prevent 
the accumulation of corporate sur- 
pluses by a prohibitive tax of about 
33 1-3 per cent” is analagous “to 
levying a prohibitive tax upon indi- 
vidual life insurance premiums. 
Surpluses are the life insurance pol- 
icles of business firms.” 

“Had American industry entered 
this depression stripped of all sur- 
pluses, scores of the biggest of cor- 
porations could not have survived,” 
Moley wrote. “Better let a com- 
parative few get away with eva- 
sions which are on the borderline 
of good business judgment than to 
undertake to destroy all possibility 
of prudent corporate thrift.”

HOUSE ASKED TO RECONSIDER 
BILL TO FREE RFC OF TAX 


Jesse Jones Says State Levies in 
Some Cases Will Equal Divi- 
dend Rate of Stock.

WASHINGTON, March 10. 


Chairman Jesse H. Jones of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, said yesterday he had request- 
ed the House to reconsider its re- 
cent action in defeating a bill de 
signed to exempt the RFC from 
state taxes on its holdings of pre- 
ferred bank stocks. 

A recent Supreme Court ruling 
holding the RFC liable for state 
taxes on this stock, Jones § said, 
would place a burden of $5,500.9900 
on the RFC in the 37 states. In 
some cases, the tax would be equal 
to the 3% per cent dividend rate 
of the stock.

SEIZE CAPITAL Ut 
INNER MONGOLIA 


Japan’s Sphere of Influence 
Between Russia and 
China Extended 200 
Miles More to West.

SHANGHAI, March 10.—Chinese 
press reports say a small detach- 
ment of Manchoukuoan troops has 
seized Pailingmiao, the capital of 
Chinese Inner Mongolia, extending 
Japan’s sphere of influence be- 
tween Soviet Russia and China 
proper 200 miles farther westward. 

The Manchoukuoans are said to 
be commanded by Gen. Li Shoh-sin 
and are reported to have gone in 


motor trucks from Changpei, in 
Northern Chahar Province of 
China. 

(Inner Mongolian troops were re- 
ported on Jan. 19 to have taken 
control of Changpei and to have 
set up a Mongolian government 
friendly to Manchoukuo, Japanese 
sponsored state.) 

Pailingmiao, site of a huge gold- 
en-roofed Mongol lamasery, is 150 
miles north of Kweihua, in Sui- 
yuan Province of China. It is the 
key point on the ancient caravan 
route from China into Central Asia. 

The autonomous Mongolian Gov- 
ernment at Pailingmiao has been 
torn by dissension recently as the 
result of increasing Japanese pres- 
sure. This was climaxed by the 
desertion of the military garrison 
to China. The mutineers claimed 
justification for their act by as- 
serting that Inner Mongolian lead- 
ers had sold themselves to the Jap- 
anese. 


When Inner Mongolians took 
over Changpei in January, Man- 
choukuoan troops which had seized 
the area just previously began to 
withdraw, leaving the Mongolians 
to set up a pro-Manchoukuo gov- 
ernment. This move was regarded 
by Chinese observers as an attempt 
to enlist the support of the Inner- 
Mongolians to enable the Japanese 
to penetrate Inner Mongolia. The 
Manchoukuoan movement to Pai- 
lingmiao appears to bear out this 
belief. 

Inner Mongolia, nominally a part 
of China, has been virtually inde- 
pendent from that country for 
some time. There were recent re- 
ports that the Mongolian political 
council, ruling power of Inner Mon- 
golia, had declared complete inde- 
pendence from China. 

Inner Mongolia could form a sort 
of buffer state between China, 
where Japan has been pushing its 
influence, and Outer Mongolia, an 
independent republic lying to the 
north whose Government is pat- 
terned on Soviet lines. Russia has 
recently declared, in its frontier 
dispute with Japan, that it has a 
vital interest in Outer Mongolia. 


TWO KILLED IN POLAND 
IN ANTI-SEMITIC RIOTING 


Business of 600 Jewish Tradesmen 
Reported Wrecked; 3500 Students 
Barricade Selves in School.

WARSAW, March 10.—Two per- 
sons were killed and several injured 
today in fights at Przytyk, near Ra- 
dom, a center of anti-Semitic agi- 
tation which was reported to have 
resulted in wrecking of the business 
of 600 Jewish tradesmen. 

Three thousand five hundred 
Warsaw students, who ejected their 
Jewish fellow students and had bar- 
ricaded themselves in the Polytech- 
nic School since Sunday morning, 
refused to leave until the school 
fees were lowered. Their supplies 
were exhausted, however, and a cor- 
don of police prevented food from 
being taken into the school, with 
the students expected to yield soon,

WASHINGTON, March 10. — As 
part of a campaign to finzeme the

HITLER’S STRATEGY. 
The immediate consequences of Hitler's drastic 
action of Saturday —confusion among Germany’s 
neighbors, exultation within Germany itself—bring 
into the limelight the strategy and timing behind 
the sudden move. — 
Germany's internal situation doubtless had much 
to do with the decision to march into the Rhineland 
and scrap the Locarno treaties. It is the technique 
of dictators to create a diversion when food short- 
age exists, financial problems are pressing and dis- 
| content grows. These have been increasing conditions 
in Germany. When dictatorship runs short on bread, 
it provides a circus, and the spectacle of troops 
marching into the forbidden Rhine region after 17 
yeers is.a first-class circus. There is a Nazi na- 
tional anthem, but Germany’s national anthem is still 
“Die Wacht am Rhein.” | 
The event, soul-stirring to every German, sets the 
stage for another of the farcical plebiscites with 
which Hitler varies the circus repertoire now and 
then. On taking power, he promised an “election” 
each year. There was none in 1935. The plebiscite 
of Nov. 12, 1933, had a similar background to the 
one scheduled for this month: Hitler’s withdrawal of 
Germany from the League of Nations. The election 
of Aug. 19, 1934, followed his assumption of sole 
power after the death of Hindenburg. Both were 
under strict Nazi control and resulted in sweeping 
indorsements of his policies. 

The domestic situation was not the sole reason for 
the move, however. So wily a strategist as Hitler 
would never have made the provocative gesture un- 
less the stage outside Germany was set for it. The 
stage was so set. France is beset by fierce internal 
contentions. England is occupied with the Italian 
menace, and Italy’s interest at present centers, of 
course, on Ethiopia. Russia is concerned over her 
Eastern border. With sanctions already in force 
against one major Power, it would seem unlikely 
that the League would aggravate its difficulties by 
attempting a double-barreled embargo. 

The confusion that follows his bombshell bears out 
the shrewdness of Hitler’s strategy. France and 
Belgium protest to the League against the treaty 
violation. Britain, through Foreign Secretary Eden, 
warns Germany that an attack on France or Bel- 
gium would force that country to go to their assist- 
ance. Hitler undoubtedly meditates no attack; he 
merely moves German troops into German terri- 
tory as a diplomatic gesture to further his aims of 
demolishing the Versailles ‘Rreaty and preventing or 
hampering the Franco-Soviet alliance. Rearming Ger- 
many is not yet ready for war, and Hitler calcu- 
lates that the other Powers are not prepared either. 
Sufficient pressure may be brought to modify the 
German course, but Hitler doubtless expects impor- 
tant concessions as the price of any modifications.

The great depression from which we 
are emerging furnishes the best evidence 
of the need of the accumulation of sur- 
plus earnings jn good times to provide 
employment in bad times. In the decade 
1920-29, inclusive, business savings 
amounted to 15 billion dollars, while in 
the depression years 1930-34, inclusive, 
business paid out 27 billion dollars more 
than it took in. (The figures for 1929 
‘and subsequent years are those of the U. 
-§$. Department of Commerce, for prior 
‘ years those of the Brookings Institution.) 

Had Mr. Roosevelt's plan been in ef- 
fect during the 1929 boom and the sub- 
sequent depression, its direct conse- 
quences would have been to add 15 bil- 
lion dollars to public purchasing power 
during the boom and to deduct 27 bil- 
lion dollars from it during the depres- 
sion. Had 27 billion dollars been sub- 
tracted from public purchasing power 
during 1930-34, inclusive, can anyone be- 
‘eve that our economic system would 
have survived? | 

One example of the benefits of creat- 

ing a surplus in good times is furnished 
by the United States Steel Corporation. 
It incurred an aggregate deficit of $215,- 
000,000 in the four years 1931-34, inclu- 
sive, and to that extent was forced to 
dip into past savings to maintain opera- 
tions. In these same four years, this 
corporation paid out $2,144,000,000 in op- 
erating charges, that is, in wages, sal- 
aries, cost of raw materials, taxes and 
other expenses of doing business. Its ac- 
cumulation of past earnings with which 
to pay depression losses enabled this 
corporation to continue operations, with 
the result that it paid out during the de- 
pression 10 times the amount of money 
it lost and employed 189,000 people. 

Like U. S. Steel, the majority of cor- 


porations in the United States operated 


at a loss during the depression. They 
were able to operate only by reason of 
surpluses accumulated through past earn- 
ings. The chief objection to Mr. Roose- 
velt's plan is that it would weaken the 
financial structure of American business 
and lead to a collapse at the first storm. 

Almost as bad would be the imme- 
diate effect upon employment. Most of 
our unemployment is in the heavy goods 
industries, whose business is derived 
from plant additions and betterments

It is news these days when a community drive goes 
over the -top or even comes close to achieving its 
goal, When the drive is for funds for so fine an 
organization as the Boy Scout Council of St. Louis, 
the news is doubly welcome.

Boys from Missouri and Illinois would re- 
ceive word to be in readiness for service on the 
Rhine. France’s attitude undoubtedly would be far 
more belligerent if she knew America was pledged 
to come to her defens®. The result would have been, 
not an American contribution to peace abroad, but an 
actual incentive to war. 

Co-operation with Europe is a far different thing 
from military alliances with Europe. The possible 
results of the proposed treaty drive the lesson home. 
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MR. HOOVER ROLLS HIS OWN. 

Say what they will about the New Deal, one thing 
has happened during its troubled span which en- 
gagés unanimous acknowledgement. That is the 
change in Mr. Hoover’s style. The elephantine tread 
of presidential days no longer slogs across the air. 
Occasional flashes of humor now illumine the once 
dark, impenetrable and melancholy jungles of his 
speech.

Happily, the marathons have been reduced to sprints. 
The phenomenon may not be accounted a miracle, 
but it’s pretty. good.

Nothing repre- 
hensible in that. It is an old political custom. The 
art came into fullest bloom, perhaps, during Mr. 
Hoover’s administration. Then it was that Charlie 
Michelson’s perpetual-motion typewriter poured 
forth torrential streams of alarm, opprobrium and 
dismay for most of the Democratic big-wigs in 
Washington. Stern moralists may insist that there’s 
an element of deception in this practice of purvey- 
ing another’s mental goods as one’s own. Doubtless 
there is but, like the toupee, the deception deceives 
only one. 

Well, there is no ghost writer, Mr. Hoover assures 
the country, in his study. He himself writes his 
own stuff. He admits it is a wearisome job. Three 
laborious weeks are consumed from the salutatory 
to the concluding “I thank you.”

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FINE POLICE WORK. 

The wanton killing of Police Sergeant William 
Cullen a week ago has been solved after early in- 
dications that it might go down as an unsolved 
mystery. Credit for the arrest and identification 
of Francis Thurman, 19-year-old ex-convict who 
signed a statement admitting the crime, goes to 
officers of three law-enforcement agencies. Dewey 
May, Deputy Sheriff of St. Francois County, and 
H. H. Wells, State highway patrolman, made the 
arrest after shooting it out with Thurman at Farm- 
ington. Detective Sergeant Henry Sieckhaus of St. 
Louis, acting on a “hunch” that Thurman was the 


fman sought, gathered the evidence that brought 
‘about identification.

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Our Lagging Foreign Trade 


Despite figures showing gains, U. S. exports in 1935 were actually smaller than in 
1912, when country had 30,000,000 fewer people, Texas writer points out; says 
condition is hke that of a sick man who is slightly improved but whose condition is 
still very critical; finds huge gold imports a disturbing factor that blocks trade.

IGURES just released by the United 
F States Department of Commerce, as pre- 

sented in the newspapers, are calculated 
to impress the average man with the idea 
that all is well with our export trade and 
that it is moving in the direction of com- 
plete recovery by “leaps and bounds.” The 
truth is, however, that careful analysis of 
the figures shows that the best that can 
be said is that our export trade is very much 
like a man who is seriously ill, and about 
whom it might be said that he has shown 
“slight improvement,” but is still in a very 
“critical” condition. 

A leading Texas newspaper, for example, 
printed a report under a headline reading: 
“Foreign Trade Shows Marked Gain for 
1935.” Upon examination of the article 
itself, however, it is found that the “marked 
gain” in exports amounted to 7 per cent 
as compared with the previous year. 

It adds this comment: “The last quarter 
of 1935 showed larger percentage gains than 
did the full year, exports being 25 per cent 
greater than in the last quarter of 1934.” 
But an examination of the facts upon which 
this statement is based shows that this gain 
is due very largely to the circumstance that, 
following the removal of the 12-cent loan 
restriction on cotton, there was a sudden 
spurt in the shipments abroad, a _ spurt 
which has already subsided considerably. 

* * _ 

The plain truth is that, taking the country 
as a whole, our export trade is still in a 
very bad way and the record of 1935 does 
not justify any great degree of optimism 
about the outlook. 

The real condition of our export trade is 
revealed by considering that our total ex- 
ports during 1935 were valued at only $2,242,- 
000,000, as compared with $2,362,000,000 in 
1912, In other words, the value of our ex- 
ports last year was $120,000,000 less than 
that of our exports 23 years ago, when there 
were 30,000,000 fewer people in the country. 
And the circumstance that you can get $35 
for an ounce of gold today, whereas you 
could get only $20 for an ounce in 1912, 
makes this contrast all the more glaring. 

Another way of putting it is this: Ameri- 
can exports in 1934 amounted to only 11.2 
per cent of the total] of exports of all coun- 
tries, whereas in 1924 they were 16.4 per 
cent and in 1913, 12.3 per cent. If the total 
of world export trade during 1935 has in- 
creased by more than 7 per cent, which is 
probable, then the American share declined 
further in 1935. In any event, it is certain 
that it has not gained much. 

One of the most disturbing conditions in 
world commerce today is the manner in 
which the United States has been draining 
the world of gold during the past two years. 
Recently we pointed out the amazing fact 
that during 1935 we imported more gold and 
silver than goods. The large silver importa- 
tion was a new thing, being due to our sil- 
ver purchase policy. But we have been 
draining off the world’s gold during the past 
20 years. And during the past two 
years, our net importations of gold have 
broken all records. 

Here are some approximate figures which 
give an idea of what has been happening: 
Between Jan. 1, 1913, and Dec. 31, 1931, the 
net importations of gold to the United States 
amounted to about 104,000,000 ounces. Then 


’ 


during 1932 and 1933 there was a so-called 
“flight of gold” from the United States, our 
net exports during those two years being 
about 22,000,000 ounces, thus bringing the 
net imports since 1913 to about 82,000,000 
ounces. Since February, 1934, our net im- 
ports of gold have equalled that amount. 

In 1934, we brought back to the country the 
22,000,000 ounces which had left it during 
the previous two years, and 10,400,000 ounces 
besides. And then during 1935, our net im- 
ports of gold reached the unprecedented 
amount of 49,600,000 ounces. During 1934 
and 1935, we took all the gold the world 
produced and brought back all that had left 
the country in 1932 and 1933, Our net im- 
ports of gold since 1913 have now reached 
the enormous total of 164,000,000 ounces! 
That is equivalent to more than two and a 
half times the gold reserve of the United 
States in 1913. 

* a a 

This situation is one of the things that 
have brought about the world prostration 
of the past six years. It is directly respon- 
sible for the manner in which the nations 
of the world have vied with one another in 
putting up trade barriers, strangling world 
commerce and creating economic pressures 
which have promoted unrest throughout the 
world and brought Europe to the verge of 
another war. And it has made it to the 
interest of most of the countries of the world 
to buy nothing from the United States that 
can be obtained elsewhere. 

Sooner or later, if the world is ever to 
recover from the economic effects of the 
World War and resume orderly progress, 
statesmen must face this and related prob- 
lems. And this includes American states- 
men above all others. The prosperity and 
peace of the world will never ‘be made se- 
cure until they do face these questions. 

The newspaper report to which reference 
has been made says the Department of Com- 
merce points out that the importations of 
gold and silver last year “had little bearing 
on merchandise movement.” Of course, 
what the department means by this is that 
the gold and silver shipped here was not 
used to purchase American goods, but went 
into securities and similar items. But the 
general situation of which the gold move- 
ment into this country is a symptom has 
much bearing on “merchandise movement.” 
For the tendency of gold to flow to the Unit- 
ed States is so marked as to impel every 
country trading with us to hedge about its 
currency and gold reserve with such restric- 
tions as to affect our export trade vitally. 

It is futile to talk about getting down 
trade barriers and stabilizing currencies and 
exchange while this tendency continues to 
exist. And unless trade barriers can be low- 
ered generally and currencies and exchange 
stabilized, it will not be possible to restore 
world commerce to the level which the pros- 
perity of nations, including our own, re- 
quires. And finally, the restoration of for- 
eign consumption of American cotton will 
continue to be postponed so long as states- 
men continue to ignore this situation.

The chances are that 
we will have ever-increasing demands fof 
larger subsidies, which will be paid by tax 
payers directly and by consumers who will 
carry the burden of the higher costs of liv

Roosevelt Administration Has Good “Sales Prop- 


Blunders in Its “Selling” 


By GEN. HUGH 8. JOHNSON. 
WASHINGTON, March 10. 
UPPOSE the New Deal went 
down tomorrow and the Old 
Guard moved back to the seats 
of the mighty. What changes would 
occur in the substance of national 
government? 

Our three principal problems are 
unemployment, agriculture and 
Federal finance. 

Would less money go to aid the 
unemployed? No aspiring Republi- 
can has yet had the nerve to say 
so. The money could be made to 
go farther, but there is not as yet 
any dependable sign of real reduc- 
tion in the cost of taking care of 
10,000,000 unemployed. Further- 
more, some public works already 
in progress will cost unnumbered 
millions to complete. 

Would the new administration 
cut down the “benefits” to agricul- 
ture under AAA? On their lives 
they would not. Not one political 
flirt with popular favor has threat- 
ened anything so drastic. To do so 
would be to put the runner out be- 
fore the race began. 


But if there is to be no great 
reduction under these two principal 
heads of expenditure, where is 
there any broad promise of imme- 
diately improved Federal finance? 
It will have to be found in multi- 
tudinous smaller economies and the 
field for these is limited. The truth 
is that there is no easy magic or 
great change to be expected here. 

Prosperity depends on inducing 
private capital to reinvest itself in 
productive enterprise. That, in 
turn, depends on an abstraction 
called confidence—a belief that in- 
vestment will be safe from political 
persecution. 

The creation of that confidence 
is a job of pure salesmanship, and 
here some New Dealers have 
gleried in producing a contrary ef- 
fect—enormously abetted by Re- 
publican attacks. 

The truth is that this administra- 
tion is as good a “sales proposi- 
tion” as anything its opponents can 
offer, but that the selling of it re- 
mains a continuing blunder.

HE production of Edmond Ros- 

tand’s famous and beloved “Cy- 

rano de Bergerac,” which Walter 
Hampden brought to the American 
Theater last night, and which he 
has chosen to announce as his fare- 
well interpretation of the comedy, 
is a standard Hanfpden theatrical 
piece, deferring neither to the pas- 
sage of years nor the current styles 
of the stage. 

Audiences brought up on Hamp- 
den do not expect him to offer the 
scenic investitures of Jo Mielziner 
or Norman Bel Geddes or the cos- 
tuming that the Theater Guild gives 
a “Mary of Scotland.” Visual art 
never runs riot with Hampden. And 
while his “Cyrano” has a thickly 
populated platform, lending lavish 
activity to the social mixings in 
the action and a nice clamor dur- 
ing battles offstage, the two ver- 
sions of “Cyrano” at Municipal 
Opera have been somewhat more 
expansive. 

Likewist, the cast of characters 
in a Hampden play rarely offers 
any surprises. Most of the players 
he has kept with him over a period 
of 15 years or more have remained 
because they are , no doubt, suitable 
to the company. Some have been ex- 
cellent the entire time, but others 
have been almost invariably bad for 
as long. 

Hampden, harking back to the 
day when the star was 75 per cent 
or more of the play, is about that 
proportion of “Cyrano.” He is 
what the well-filled houses are go- 
ing to see this week. And although 
many of us prefer his Dr. Thomas 
Stockman or his Hamlet as exam- 
ples of his art, “Cyrano” is closest, 
probably, to the hearts of many. 
Last night’s performance, especial- 
ly the heavily-endowed third act of 
Rostand’s play, drew forth more ap- 
plause than the American has vi- 
brated to in a long spell. 


Cyrano, as Hampden under- 
stands him, is truly the great wit 
and sensitive poet that Rostand in- 
tended him to be, and uniquely 
suited to the veteran actor, in that 
no other nose in dramatic litera- 
ture looks big enough to house the 
elegant sonority of Hampden’s 
voice.

life in the theater today. For un- 
less the theatergoer has poetry in 
his soul and at least a reading ac- 
quaintance with Rostand, he likely 
will find the three-hour play 
overlong in exacting its tear of 
pity over the denials of love until 
death. 

Hampden, through the mellow- 
ness of his 56 years, can draw the 
full humor out of Brian Hooker's 
translation of Rostand. His Cyrano 
is portraitured to the finest detail. 
If I may be permitted the impiety, 
his sarcastic. smiles, looks of 
surprise and head-tossing man- 
nerisms frequently suggest Herbert 
Mundin and Edward Everett Hor- 
ton, who are with us every week 
rather than every year as Hampden 
is.

ee the Administrator, the 
“record speaks for itself.” 
Must Be Based on Facts. 
“Undoubtedly in some jurisdic- 
tions,” he added, “blunders are be- 
ing made, and it is the privilege 
and duty of right-minded individ- 
uals to expos@ and correct malad- 
ministration wherever and when- 
nes it is exposed or can be brought 
to light. The point is that sound 
corrections can only be based on 
facts. They cannot be made if the 
facts are perverted or misrepre- 
sented.” 
Robinson said the Liberty League 
and Republican National Commit- 
tee had singled out 100 of 170,000 
conidia and described each in the 
“worst light possible.”

NO FUNDS FOR PWA GRANTS 
TO CITY TOTALLING $364,000 


Allotments of $548,000 to County 
Towns Also Held Up for 
Lack of Money. 
Allotments for various public 
works have been approved by the 
PWA amounting to $364,050 for St. 
Louis and to $548,652 for St. Louis 
County communities, but no funds 
remained available for payment, the 
PWA has announced, according to 

a dispatch from Washington. 

The grants for the city were 
$225,000, to go towards construction 
of nine new fire engine houses at 
a total cost of $500,000, and $139,- 
050, to apply on $309,000 of sanitary 
sewer construction. City officiais 
were unable to determine what sew- 
er undertaking the latter applied 
to, 

For the county the proposed im- 
provement were: Kirkwood, 
achools, $418,000 total cost, 3188,- 
100 grant; Overland, sewage dispos- 
al plant, $300,000 total cost, $135,- 
000 grant; Clayton, combination 
sewer, $181,382 total cost, $81,622 
grant; Clayton, library, $100,000 to- 
tal cost, $55,000 loan and $45,000 
grant; Clayton, school, $48,645 total 
cost, $21,890 grant; Webster Groves, 
sanitary sewer, $40,800 total cost, 
$18,360 grant; St. Louis County, asy- 
lum, $8597 total cost, $3680 grant.

Overtricks. 


When one considers that a na- 
tional championship tournament 
once ended in a tie between two 
teams, and another was decided 
by the margin of 20 points, he can 
realize the importance of keeping 
on his toes during every minute of 
a tournament and trying to make 
overtricks on every hand. This 
same reasoning does not hold true 
in rubber bridge, when the possible 
overtricks should be sacrificed to 
insure making a game.

(1) For some time I have been 
working on a “two-way” three-bid 
which sometimes shows a strong 
hand and sometimes a weak hand, 
leaving the opponents in the dark 
and saaking them fear to enter the 
bidding lest they run into a strong 
hand and be doubled. This three- 
bid usually will show a solid suit, 
which will give partner valuable 
information if he should be able 
to play the hand at no trump. 

West opened the four of hearts, 
which dummy’'s singleton queen 
won. South, at this point, had only 
one safe way to be sure of making 
three no trump—the lead of a smal! 
diamond from the dummy, giving 
up one trick. This play can be 
necessary only when one opponent 
holds all four diamonds, which is 
highly unlikely. If the diamonds 
are divided 3-1 the low diamond 
lead sacrifices at least one trick 
and probably more. 

This hand was played in a tour- 
nament and not one South player 
led the low diamond. Each played 
the diamond ace from dummy and, 
when East revealed his void, cursed 
himself for not making the safe 
play, Their self-reproaches, how- 
ever, were not deserved. They 
were right to play for overtricks 
rather than guard against the one 
slim chance of going down. In rub- 
ber bridge, had they not made the 
safety play, they would have de- 
served censure. 

A club or spade opening would 
have defeated three no trump, but 
neither of these seemed to be as 
good as the heart lead to the vari- 
ous West players.

Dried Fruits 


They Are Excellent With 
Meat or Pastry as Well 


as Conserves. 


By Marguerite Pierce 


ONG ago it was a common prac- 
[tice for homemakers to prepare 

their own dried fruits. The dry- 
ing process was a recognized part 
of the preserving season—and one 
which occupied days and days un- 
til the fruits had reached just the 
right degree of dryness and flavor 
from the natural rays of the sun. 


Nowadays it’s all done for us, We 
only have to go to the corner gro- 
cery. We may purchase our dried 
fruits in bulk or in well sealed pack- 
ages of various sizes. 

There are, of course, a multitude 
of uses for these tasty fruits. For 
breakfasts and children’s meals 
they are indispensable. Used in 
desserts, frozen, baked or other- 
wise, they are individual. Candies 
and confections may be varied con- 
siderably by the addition of one of 
the dried fruits. 


Fig and Raisin Tarts 


One-half cup raisins. 

Two cups figs. 

One cup granulated sugar. 

Two tablespoons flour. 

Grated rind of one lemon, 

One-half cup cold water. 

Juice of one lemon. 

Four individual pastry 
(baked). 

Two egg whites. 

Three tablespoons powdered sug- 
ar. 
Put raisins and figs through food 
chopper. Add granulated sugar, 
which has been combined with 
flour. Stir in lemon rind and water. 
Cook in top part of double boiler 
until thick, stirring frequently. Add 
lemon juice, stir in well and pour 
into tart shells. Cover with me 
ringue made by beating egg whites 
and powdered sugar until firm. 
Brown in slow oven (300 degrees 
F.) 12 to 15 minutes. This recipe 
makes four portions. 


Peach and Ginger Conserve 


One pound dried peaches. 

Four cups water. 

One orange, thinly sliced. 

One cup seedless raisins. 

One-fourth cup crystallized gin- 
ger, chopped. 

Juice of one lemon. 

Juice of one orange. 

Two cups granulated sugar. 

One-fourth cup of walnuts, 
chopped. 

Soak peaches over night in wa- 
ter. Then add remaining ingredi- 
ents except nuts. Bring to a boil 
over low heat. Cook until of con- 
sistency of marmalade, about 45 
minutes, stirring frequently. Add 
nuts, cook five minutes longer and 
pour into hot glasses. Cover with 
a thin film of paraffin and allow to 
cool. Pour on more paraffin, rolling 
to seal edges completely. This 
recipe makes about six eight-ounce 
jars of conserve. 


Peanut Prune Muffins 


Two tablespoons shortening. 
One-fourth cup granulated sugar. 
One egg. 

One cup flour. 

One-half teaspoon baking soda. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt, 

One cup bran. 

One cup buttermilk. 

One-half cup prune juice. 

One-half cup peanuts, chopped. 

One-half cup dried prunes, pitted 
and chopped. 

Cream shortening. Blend in sugar 
and beaten egg. Sift together flour, 
baking soda and salt and mix with 
bran. Add to first mixture alter- 
nately with combined liquids. Stir 
in peanuts and prunes. Pour into 
greased muffin tins and bake in a 
moderately hot over (375 degrees 
F.) about 20 minutes. This recipe 
makes one dozen muffins.

Three cups milk. 

Two tablespoons quick-cooking 
tapioca.

Children Need 
Time to Solve 
Own Problems 


Hand Waving and Fidgeting 
by Other Pupils Hampers 
Learning.

T was a sad-faced Mollie wWho 
| entered the living room after a 

day spent in school. Silently she 
put her things away in their right 
places, packing the books on the 
shelf with a too anxious regard for 
alignment. Then she studied the 
front yard intently, for a long time. 
She had carefully kept her back 
toward her mother since coming 
into the house 
and at last her 
mother spoke. 

“Mollie, wh at 
is it?” . 

Winking the 
tears back, Mollie 
mum bled, “O, 
nothing. I'll be 
over it in a min- 
ute.” 

“You'll get over 
it sooner if you 
speak right out. 
Get rid of it. I’m 
listening. You 
know I'll help if 
I can.” 

“You can’t help 
me. I can’t read in school. I just 
can’t doit, and they make me so 
nervous sizzling.” 

“What? What's that you say, 
dear?” 7 
“Whenever I come to a new word 
I have to study it and I’m slow, and 
they won’t wait. They shoot up 
their hands and wiggle them at the 
teacher, they get out of their seats, 
halfway up the room, and keep 
sizzling so she will ask them what 
the word is. I never get a chance 
to work it out for myself. I can’t 
do a thing when they sizzle like 
that. Nobody could, and I’m the 
worst of all.” 

“What is sizzling, Mollie? I never 
heard of it.” 

“It’s what they do whenever 
somebody sticks in a lesson. They 
hold up their hands and sizzle 
through their teeth the way steam 
comes out of a kettle, only louder. 
I hate them for it. I don’t want to 
go to school any more. I’d rather 
be dumb for the rest of my life.” 
Enthusiasm is fine in any lesson, 
but it should never express itself in 
frantic hand-waving, or “sizzling, 
or other such demonstrations. While 
a pupil is trying to work out a dif- 
ficulty he should have the silent 
sympathy of the class. If they will 
silently concentrate on the right 
thought the struggling child will 
be helped. When the class jumps 
up and down, wave hands, call out, 
make unpleasant noises, there can 
be no steady concentration, and, of 
course, no success. 

The violently waving hand is 
not always a sign of accurate 
knowledge and close attention. I 
remember one boy who persisted 
in getting out of his seat and 
nearer and nearer the teacher in 
the hope of being asked to solve 
the difficulty. Finally the teacher 
was forced to speak. “Well, Jonas?” 
Instead of the quick, clear accurate 
correction that all expected, Jonas 
looked surprised, then puzzled, then 
sheepish. “I forget,” said he. 
Everybody laughed, the troubled 
was 
wrong, and the work went forward 
with Jonas in his place for that 
day. 

Keep the hand-raising for the 
type recitation that it helps. A re- 
view hour when volunteers may 
take the question they choose and 
answer for the class, a new process 
for which suggestions are welcome. 
But during working periods, no. 
Give each child a chance to work 
out his own salvation and on the 
rare occasions when hand-raising 
is allowed preserve the rules of 
good breeding.

UST 40 years ago this spring the

The part of 
Shylock fell to an anxious young 
man named Walter Hampden 
Dougherty, because he happened to 
have the strongest voice in the lot. 
On the night of the performance, 
the youthful Shylock read his lines 
through a false beard that made 
him look like Santa Claus, and 
when the applause had subsided, 
made up his mind that he. would 
prepare himself for a career on the 
professional stage. 

This week at the American Thea- 
ter, Walter Hampden is puttying 
his nose for almost the thousandth 
time as he plays Rostand’s swash- 
buckler in “Cyrano de Bergerac.” 
The boy who read Shylock through 
the funny beard has reached the 
age and attainment for a farewell 


tour, 

Comfortable in a pair of run-over 
bedroom slippers, Walter Hampden 
leaned back in a big chair in his 
suite at the Jefferson Hotel and 
talked of his good-by to “Cyrano.” 

“It is absolutely farewell,” he in- 
sisted. “When the present tour is 
over I shall have said good-by for- 
ever to Monsieur de Bergerac. But 
that does not mean that I have any 
idea of quitting the stage. I shall 
probably go on until I have to be 
helped out of the theater after ev- 
ery performance.” 

At the end of the present season 
Hampden will have spent 35 years
